THE INDIAN COMMISSION.

Th, Grand Council Important Speeches
of Principal Chief Reply of Senator
Henderson Pcact Declared with the
Klonai and Comanches Second Day.
Meoioinb Lodge Cheek, Sunday, Oct. 20, 1807.
The grand council opened yesterday, and con-

tinued through the daj, during which many
speeches ot a very interesting nature to the In-
dians aud the public were uttered.

BECOSD DAY'S rilOCEEDINOS.

rrccl?clv at the time appointed, the chiefs and
the Commissioners met again in council to de-

cide upon their future standing with each other.
r, or 'feu Bears, represented

the Comanches. Satunta represented the Kio ,vas.
JJetore the pow-wo- was commenced, twelve
(aee chiefs, under the leadership of Lnttle
Bear, made their appearance on the council
ground. Accords to Little Hear, it seems that
Superintendent Murphy had invited him and
his brother chief's to viit tne Commissioners,
and. conlrarv to Acent Snow's express wishes,
they came. They had travelled a Ion? distance,
and were utterly exhausted. Famine had well
nigh stared them in the face; their horses were
lame from the excessive marching. Little
Bear, alter introducing Twelve O'clock, the
head peace man of White Hair's council,
said that they would talk further
upon the subject, but to-da- y he would lie down

- and eat. With the permission of the Commis-
sioners, Superintendent Murphy took them in
charge to assign (hem quarters. They were the
most singular looking Indians I ever saw. Of
very large frame, they towered above all the
rest, and were com-picuou-s Irom their peculiar
dress. A narrow comb of hair ran the length of
the head, tapering in the inevitable scalp-loo-

A lew of them had their heads covered In cnua-Bo- n

cloth, while their forms were clad in dirty
greish blankets. It is possible they may have
something of importance to relate concerning
the neency of Suow, as many a hint has leaked
out that all was not correct in that quarter.

After the departure of the Osage Chief from
the council ground the business of the day pro-
ceeded.

Teu Bears rose up, and after a mysterious
fchaking of the hand peculiar to the Comanche
Chief, informed the Commissioners that his
people bad Dot troubled the white man at all,
out that two years ago the soldiers had tired ou
his young men, and war hud been the result.
Since then, though, peace hud been made,
which had been literally kept on their part, lie
also said that his people did not want any Medi-
cine lodges; they had beeu trained up since tliey
were children in the way of the Iudian, and he
did not want it auv other way. He, lor on
expected to die an Indian. He hoped the Com-
missioners would not insist on their scttlemeut
upon reservations, as it was distasteful to them.
11 is people wished to roam over the prairie. If
the Texaus could bo kept from their country,
then they might settle down upon a reservation.
But he would try to keep the paths clear and
free from blood.

fatanta then got up and said that all he hail
to was to enjoin upon the Coinain-Bioner- s to
d'&tributo the goods failhfulty to each muu;alo
that the Kiowas and Comanches heede i to
agents, one for each, tribe; that there were si
many hearts that it required two agents. He
wished John Tappan In place of Leavenworth.

JleTelntlnns About Port Wine.
Sturdy John Hull, u bo lovea his glass of port

wine at dinner, was lately shocked hv certain
implensTmt revclatinns from Mr. Lytton, the
liiilirh ISecictaiy of Legation at Licbnn, who
gave a derailed uccciuntof the adulteratious to
which that liquor is subjected. A second report
on the cubjrct makes the case still more
unpli fisant; for Mr. Lytton savs that "all port
v ine hitherto exported lor the' ttugli-- h market
Is largely mixed with brandy, and is composed
nlmo:t quite ns much ol elderbetrks as of
grapes." The truth seems to be that brandy is
luiL'tly need, and elderberries ate used to the
otrnt requisite l r giving the desired color, but
not lo the extent of considerably increahiig the
(Uimlity ol wine. Th" repert goes on to slate
that the pltlerbeiries nre dried in the sun or iu
kilns. The wine is thrown on tliein, and the
berries tire trodden till the coloring matter is
extracted from tin in. llraivly is then a, I led
in a pjoportion which varies according to the
quality of the wine. "This i the composition
id nil ihe port wine hitherto drunk in tiugland."

o pure wine, no wine not thus specially a lul-tei-

d for the English taste, was allowed by the
(iovernuient comuiittee of tasters to pass the bar
of the Douro tor export to Kngland bloro the
j car 18n,". This system was in that year
abolished. The trade i now perfectly tree, and
there is no reason why pure wine should not be
exported. An English paper oilers a sugsestlon
which is somewhat comical: "The truth pro-
bably is that port is naturally a stron;; wine,
nud the best vintages are the strongest. The
product of particular years which is' affection-
ately preserved and revere'.tly consumed in
L'nuland, did contain au unusually large pro-
portion of what we call 'body,' which appears to
